his pocket. 
Im m ediately after, he was 
taken from th e co u rt room and led 
h a rk to h is cell In th e Jail.

Austin, Dec. 6.—The supremo court 
dealt a death blow to bucket shops in 
an opinion handed down In the case 
of W. R. Logan et a1, against Jesse 
L. N orris et a1., from Bell county, by 
affirming the Judgment of the court of 
civil- appeals from the Third district. 
Norris et al.^ u ed W. R. Logan, agent 
for Sanger & Ettelson, cotton brokers, 
for alleged 
damages 
am ounting to 
16,640 for failure to keep a contract on 
futures. 
N orris owned jud ;m ent in 
the trial court, but the court of civil 
appeals reversed the judgm ent and an 
appeal to the suprem e court w as taken. 
The suprem e court held th at dealing 
in futures is a w agering contract and 
nothing more than gambling, and is 
contrary to public policy and the penal 
code.

Slayden Says Bill Is .For the Purpose 
of Purifying the Army. 
Washington, Dec. 5.—Representaive 
Slayden of Texas, who introduced In 
the house a bill providing for the dis­ 
charge of all negro troops by June 
30, 1907, in explaining the measure, 
said: 
“The hill speaks for itself. 
It was 
not introduced for buncombe. My pur­ 
pose is to give the congress of 
the 
United States an opportunity to purge 
the army of an admittedly dangerous 
elemtn. 
To say that the negnoes are 
brave is not an argument against the 
measure. Many men have been brave; 
in tact, most men are in the matter 
of fightin. 
The Comanche adn Sioux 
Indians wer as brave men as can be, 
but no one would seriously suggest 
that we ultimately recruit regiments 
from them, put guns In their hands 
and station them near companies of 
white troops, toward whom they enter­ 
tain 
inherent 
race 
hostility. 
The 
Twenty-fifth infantry 13 manifestly im­ 
bued with t£e same race hostility, and 
events have shown it to be quite as 
dangerous as the Sioux or Comanche 
could be.”
